Silv(%- hard against the wheel and 
windshield, cutting his mouth and 
face and knocking out many teeth.

There are-more theories about left 


and right-handedness than about al- 
most any y other of the physical char- 
acierisUes* of a human being. Most of 
these beliefs are based on symbolism 
and superstition: 


Things that are left-handed, or stn- 
'

said to be harmful; those 


that are right-handed, or .dextral. are 
believed pleasant and correct. 


Since psychologists began paying at- 


tention to these matters, 
we have 


learned that left-handedness may be 
•normal physical action for many chil- 
dren, and, indeed, is to be encouraged 
"for them, lest .interference do harm. 


The child who is left-handed is, in 


a way, unfortunate, because of univer- 
sal recognition of right-handedness as 


standard. Doors, keys, 
traffic 


, instruments, golf courses, and 


' baseball diamonds are laid out in most 
"instances for.the benefit of the right - 
'handed performer. 


K, therefore, is not surprising that 


occasionally • the 
left-handed 
child 


should seem to he more awkward than 
he really b. 


It ,hould be understood that there 


are two sides to'the brain, The .left 
side of the brain controls .the move- 
ments of the ripht side of the body, 
ami the right side of the brain con- 
trols tho movements of the left side 
of the body. 
. 


In, tho brain there are certain por- 


tions which control movements of the 
hands anrl oyes; others which control 
the muicles that take part in speech. 
' When r<avejits tryt to change a 
ypungstar who-is normally left-hand- 
ed into n right-handed child, they 


are endeavoring to change the 


mechanism which controls motions 
through the nervous system. As a re- 
sult, the child may hesitate in its mo- 
tions, this hesitation revealing itself in 
extraordinary awkwardness and in 
difficulties in speech. 


Thus, many authorities are inclined 


to credit stuttering and stammering in 
certain cases to the fact that anor- 
mally left-handed child was forced to 
b e c o m e right-handed. Remember, 
however, that this stuttering and stam- 
mering in speech may also be reflect- 
ed in difficulties in reading, in writ- 
ing, in thinking, and in behavior gen- 
erally. 


If the mental machinery is adjusted 


to one pattern of motion and an at- 
tempt is made to make it operate along 
different lines, it is not surprising that 
the attempt should result either in de- 
lay or in failure.

Dark Night Best 


for Frog-Gigging 


Larry Bauer Favors Sport 


of Grabbing Them Di- 


rectly With Hand

Frog hunting, while not strictly a 


sporting proposition produces some 
mighty gratifying results—if you like 
"frawg laigs'' and don't mind exercis- 
ing at night. 


To most of us frog legs mean $1 up, 


cash on the'waiter's tray. Not all of 
them come from frog farms, cither. 
The amphibians grow wild and big 
around marsh, stream and pond where 
great numbers are caught and sold by 
market hunters. 


However, ' in recent 
years, some 


states have adopted legislation to pro- 
tect the bullfrog, largest of the North 
American species. Like the cotton- 
tail rabbit the frog probably is the 
most persistently hunted creature in 
regions where it thrives. The frog is 
easy to catch, and the fine, white 
meat brings n good price. 


Grab Them by Hand 


There are three better-known meth- 


ods of taking frogs—shooting with a 
.22 rifle, spearing or gigging, and shin- 
ing them with a strong light and grab- 
bing them with the hand. We favor 
the light-and-hand trick because it is 
the most humane way. Many frogs 
injured by gig and bullet escape to 
die a lingering death. 


A dark night is the best for frogging. 


Listen for th'o bellowing of the male. 
Unless disturbed he'll stay in one 
place for some time. Move cautiously, 
sweeping thj shore line with the light 
until the frog is spotted. As long as 
the light beam is centered on the frog, 
he won't move. But if the shadow of 
the hand or any other shadow passes 
momentarily between the light and 
the frog's eyes, he's gone. That's why 
two persons make an ideal frogging 
team. One holds the light while the 
other cases up behind and grabs Rana 
eatesbiana (Yeah, that's his scientific 
name). 


A good light is necessary—either a 


carbide with reflector or a strong 
flashlight that throws a long beam. 
If frogging in water where the cotton- 
mouth moccasin lives, 
wear 
heavy 


rubber hip boots such as firemen and 
laborers use. The thin wading boot 
of the sporting type may not afford 
sufficient protection if one of these 
venomous snakes strikes at your leg. 


Just one more word of caution. Look 


carefully before reaching for the frog. 
A big moccasin may be ready to grab 
it. too. As one oldtimcr said: "They're 
a mean serpent, and get right mad 
when you try to snatch a mess of vit- 
tlcs from in front of their nose."
